THE MINING BILL. 


The bill to license hydraulic mining— 
which the debris dam bill is, pure and sim­ 
ple—menaces the valley with the threat 
that it will become a law. 
We have 
heretofore and exhaustively debated it, 
and expressed our unqualified disapproval 
of the measure. 
Nothing new can lie said 
upon it, but reiteration in this case is 
force. 
We believe it to lie a deceitful and 
dangerous bill, that will depress industry 
and trade along the whole river section ; 
become a new menace to agricultural, low- 
lying lands; prevent that action by the 
Government of the United States so neces­ 
sary to restoration of navigation upon our 
rivers, and 
by no 
means lienefit the 
hydraulic miners as they expect, and that 
it will t md to unsettle faith in the desira­ 
bility ol residence in the richest portion 
of the Sacramento valley. 
We lielieve 
that it (lies in the face of Federal statutes; 
th at it creates monopolies in water corpo­ 
rations, giving them iKiwcr, so far as the 
bill can, to coerce small miners above the 
proposed dams to unite in dam-building, or 
tiffer practical confiscation of their prop­ 
erty as the penalty of refusal. 
We be­ 
lieve that there is provided no guarantee 
that these dams, once built and filled in, 
may not be saddled upon the Slate for [>er- 
pctual maintenance. 
We believe that all 
the risk there is in the scheme is put upon 
the people of the valley. 
If the oxjieri- 
nient fails the miners lose only the cost of 
the structures, but valley residents will re­ 
main under the menace of impending dan­ 
ger. 
The bill, we lielieve, is unconstitu­ 
tional a* licing special legislation, as giv­ 
ing exclusive privileges without constitu­ 
tional warrant, as menacing navigable 
streams, as declaring that a public use 
which will not bear the interpretation 
The bill is bad because it will tend lo the 
undoing of all the people of the valley 
have accomplished, after 
such infinite 
labor and expenditure, in preventing the 
descent of mining refuse into the rivers. 
If the bill goes finally to the Governor, 
the people of the valley look to him to 
stand between them and threatened great 
danger.

ILLEGITIMATE METHODS. 


A public journal is perhaps never so 
well employed as when presenting freely 
the natural resources of its locality. 
If it 
does this in an intelligent manner, it en­ 
courages the resident and attracts the 
home-soeker. 
If, however, proper and 
truthful presentation of the merits of a 
locality or section or enterprise is a virtue, 
it does not follow that lying representation 
is not a vice. The difference between 
honest and iundid discussion of the merit 
of any section “and a species of misrepre­ 
sentation which inflates the value of prop­ 
erty and thereby cheats the purchaser, is 
in a moral sense, the difference between 
1 -gitimate purchase of merchandise and 
Jarcenv. 
Ju st prior to a recent sale of 
town lots in the new town of llamona, 
near Los Angeles, some of the papers of 
that city, notably the Los Angeles Timex, 
announced that the .Southern Pacific Com- 
panv had l>ouglit live blocks of land in the 
town, in advance of the sale. Accompany­ 
ing the announcement of this purchase, 
the rumor was set on foot that the com- 
panv intended to establish a manufactory 
of Pullman cars on the basis of that es­ 
tablished by George M. Pullman, near the 
city of Chicago. This was first mentioned 
as a rumor or supposition, hut the next 
day and the days following, the rejwrl was 
treated as an established fact, and ihesup- 
possed Pullman car factory was mantioncd 
as a m atter of course, whenever the new 
town of Ramona was referred to. Of 
course such a statement could not hut in­ 
fluence the value of the town lots to be 
sold, and as tiie statement had no founda­ 
tion in fact,every dollar obtained in this way 
was as illegitimate as the money obtained 
bv anv of the methods which the law con­ 
demns 
as swindling. 
Perpetrations of 
this kind of deception, 
whether 
by­ 
journalists or real estate agents, are as 
richly deserving of the penitentiary as the 
crimes of the forger or the swindler, or 
of the man who obtains money under false 
pretenses. 
Recently there has l>een much activity 
in real estate in one of the valleys of San J 
Diego county, known as El Cajon. 
It has : 
transpired that some of these investors 
w ere induced to make purchases u|>on the j 
representation that the Southern Pacific 
Company would extend the Santa Ana 
road to San Diego by making a detour 
through the El Cajon ranch. There is no 
foundation for such an assurance, and the . 
m -ral quality which would put forth a 
statement of this character, for the purpose ¡ 
of influencing the value of real estatg, is 
the counterpart of that which is not 


above swindling in any other way. In nat­ 
ural justice the purchasers of property at 
a iv sale where the prospectus put fortli of 
the property to lie sold is full of lying rep­ 
resentations, ought to have the right to re­ 
cover in an action for damages. 
Even 
beyond this, the perpetrators of frauds of 
this kind ought to he amenable to criminal 
prosecution. The difference between the 
man who by fraudulent representation in­ 
creases the value of real estate which he 
desires to sell and the pickpocket, is one of 
method, not of principle; and the journal­ 
ist who, for a mere pittance—the jackal’s 
share—prostitutes his columns to give 
color and credence to misrepresentations of 
this kind, is by far the most contemptible 
swindler of the two. 


T j i e r k is no cry more persistently kept 
up, more worn by iteration than that of 
the George school of revolutionary re­ 
formers, that “ the rich are growing richer 
and the poor poorer.” 
Y et while thou­ 
sands accept this sounding platitude as 
gospel truth, the fact is it has no basis of 
verity whatever. 
"Wealth is better dis­ 
tributed to-day than ever before; labor is 
lietter p aid ; opportunities for advance­ 
ment and property possession are more 
numerous and broader, and there is really 
less rigid necessary economy exacted of 
men than in any other era. 
The cry of 
the Socialists which we have quoted has, 
no doubt, infected a large l>ody of people, 
but so lias error in other forms no less 
vicious. The truth is as Professor Leone 
I/evi has shown to lie the fact in England, 
the gradations between rich and poor are 
disappearing. 
Non-possession of great 
wealth has not one whit limited political 
activity or narrowed the circle of the class 
not deemed 
“ rich.” 
The rise of the 
middle class, said Mr. Mallock, “ is the 
main social feature of the century.” 
It 
is not to be nl sorbed by the wealthy, or 
gravitating toward merger with the pov­ 
erty stricken. 
The class of home-getters 
is larger in 
proportion to the 
whole 
population to-day than at any previous 
time. 
So, too, the class of men with 
modest incomes is vastly greater, propor­ 
tionally to all others, than ever before. 
The conditions of life are no more exacting 
now than forty years ago, nor so much so, 
while the means of supplying our wants 
have been wonderfully increased in num- 
lier and convenience. 
If there are more 
very wealthy men now than formerly, so. 
too, there are many inore moderately rich 
men, and vastly more of those comfortably 
situated. Mr. Edward Atkinson has shown 
by irrefragihle statistical proof that men 
are better paid for labor in fact to-day 
than at any period since the war of the 
rebellion, while the cost of sustaining life 
lias not increased proportionally, but lias 
rather declined. 


PACIFIC COAST. 


A 
f i r m name is often the best trade­ 
mark of a business, though wholly differ­ 
ent persons constitute the firm from those 
named in the firm title, for men succeed to 
these titles in business,and these constitute 
very often the most important and valuable 
part of “ good will.” 
But under the stamp 
and label law the name of the person or 
persons who manufacture must he stamped 
upon the article. 
Thus Huntington, Hop­ 
kins & Co., if manufacturing, must stamp 
their goods with the names of Mr. Galla­ 
tin, Mr. Foye, and the other members of 
the firm. 
A more absurd exaction could 
not well lie devised. Again, it is the cus­ 
tom for trade firms to mark goods made 
for them with their own firm names. 
Under the hill this entirely proper custom 
must he abandoned. Thus Rooth & Co. 
Chesley & Co., Adams, McNeill & Co., 
and other grocers could not sell case goods 
bearing the title of the firms. 
It would be 
no longer lawful to say “ Put up for John 
Doe & Co.” The result would be to drive 
these middle men to markets of manufact­ 
ure and supply without tiiis State, and, as 
a consequence, home manufacturers would 
sullér the loss of some, if not all, their best 
customers; so the hill should lie entitled, 
“ An Act to discourage home manufact­ 
ures, and to encourage outside producers 
to occupy the home market.” 


As the dispatches now read the effort 
lias boon defeated to deprive the Pacific 
coast of the privilege of building one of 
the six steel cruisers which Congress 
lias ordered constructed. The objection 
raised to the requirement that one of the 
ships shall he built upon the Pacific, was 
that it would cripple the Navy Depart­ 
ment in securing the best offers, and that 
it should be left free to select building 
yards without regard to location in the 
United States. Of course there was some 
apparent strength in this, but its force 
disappears in the light of the fact that the 
Naval Department has the power to reject 
any and all bids, and that there is no com­ 
pulsion upon it to pay at the nod of the 
Pacific coast builders. T hat the cruiser 
can lie constructed with as good results 
as are possible anywhere else in tiie United 
States is now no longer an open question. 


One of the favorite plans for evading 
the Chinese Restriction Act has been the 
passing ofl of women as wives of China­ 
men entitled to land, the women really 
being slaves. The Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury lias repaired the recent breach in 
some small part, by ruling that the wife, or 
alleged wife of a returning Chinaman, who 
lias not hcrsell the personal right to land, 
cannot claim it under coverture of the 
husband. 
Yet it would appear to be 
reasonable that if a Chinaman entitled to 
return was actually married lie ought to 
be entitled to bring his wife with him. 
As so few Chinamen, however, who come 
to California marry, the decision will not 
work much hardship, while it will tend to 
break up the importation of female slaves.

D e a th o f E x -d u st ice M cK ee. 
S an F bancisco, March 3d.—A little over 
a week ago ex-Judge McKee returned from 
a trip to the southern part of the State, 
where he had contracted a cold. It was not 
considered serious at the time, but on last 
Tuesday he was compelled to take to his 
bed, and got rapidly worse. The cold de­ 
veloped into pneumonia, and last night at 
11 o'clock he passed peacefully away. He 
was conscious to the last. He leaves a wife 
and eight children. 
[Judge S. B. McKee was G5 years of age, 
a native of Ireland, and was naturalized 
February 17, 1843, in Tuscaloosa county, 
Alabama. From Tuscaloosa he afterward 
removed to Panola county, Mississippi, 
where he engaged in the practice of law. 
After remaining there for several years he 
came to California with his wife and family 
in 1853, and took up his residence in Ala­ 
meda county. In 1857 he was elected County 
Judge of Alameda county, but before his 
term expired, in 1859,he was elected District 
Judge of the counties of Contra Costa, Ala­ 
meda, tíanta Clara, Santa Cruz and Mon­ 
terey. He continued to hold that office 
until January 1, 1880, when he took his 
seat on the bench of the Supreme Court of 
the Slate. His official term as Justice of 
the Supreme Court expired Jhnuary 1st 
last, and he was one of the two most prom­ 
inent men mentioned as the probable suc­ 
cessor to Chief Justice Morrison, who died 
yesterday. He met with great success in 
his law practice, and was engaged as counsel 
in many cases involving titles to valuable 
lands. ’His wife died in 1854, and a few 
years laler he mnrried a second time. He 
was a candidate before the last Democratic 
State Convention for renominalion as Su 
preme Justice, but was defeated. When 
Lis term expired on the 1st of the present 
year, he opened a law office in Oakland 
with his son, and was rapidly building up 
a lucrative practice. He was prominently 
mentioned as a candidate for Mayor of 
Oakland, on the Democratic ticket.] ’

OUTRAGEOUS TREATMENT. 


A D ea f M ute W rongfully Im m ured lu an 
In san e A sylum . 
Tom Clanton, a deaf mute, who has re[ 
sided for many years with his brothers. 
Drury and Jeff Clanton, at Woodland, and 
who accumulated property to the value of 
five or six thousand dollars, is well known 
to many residents of Sacramento, and 
quite generally, personally or by reputation, 
in Yolo county. He last summer went to 
visit his brother Dave, a few miles from 
Santa Rosa, and remained there a few 
months, but wishing to return home he 
wrote to Drury to send him money to pay 
his traveling expenses. The Woodland 
Mail says the money was sent, but Dave 
got possession of it and declared that Tom 
should not return to Woodland, and began 
treating him harshly. This made the poor 
fellow more anxious to get back to a more 
friendly locality, and he started to make 
his way there on foot, but Dave overtook 
him atid forced him to return. Dave di­ 
rectly afterwards applied to the Superior 
Court for letters of guardianship over 
him, and also received authority to sell 
his 
property. 
Drury and Jeff heard 
something of this, and last Monday went 
to Sonoma county, accompanied by Colonel 
Harding as their attorney, to see what was 
being done. Arriving at Dave's bouse they 
were astounded to learn that ten days prior 
Tom had been declared insane and sent to 
the Napa Asylum. Tom, it is said, resisted 
arrest violently, and so desperately did he 
rebel against the outrage that it took four 
men to put him in prison. Upon the testi­ 
mony of Dave and others about the place, 
he was subsequently committed to the 
asylum. Drury Clanton immediately vis­ 
ited him at Napa, Colonel Harding and 
Joseph Craig accompanying him. They 
found Tom in his usual" good health, ex­ 
cept that he was suffering from an ulcer­ 
ated tooth. He expressed himself as ration­ 
ally as ever, and declared that he did not 
know why he had been consigned to a 
lunatic asylum. The officers of the asylum 
said they could discover no symptoms of 
insanity about him, and at the request of 
Drury Clanton, readily signed papers re­ 
leasing and discharging him from the asy­ 
lum. Tom arrived in Woodland Wednes­ 
day evening with Colonel Harding and his 
two brothers, Drury and Jeff'.

The Committee on Irrigation reported favor­ 
ably A. B. 2S7 (known as liie Vincent irrigation 
bill). 
The Committee on Pnblic 
Buildings and 
Grounds reported favorably tbe bill providing 
for certain stone walks and drives in the Capitol 
Park. 
Murphy called attention to the alleged fact 
that S. B. 194, duplicating the jute plant at San 
Quentin, and appropriating 5160,000 therefor, 
which pissed the Senate several days ago. was 
not transm itted to the Assembly as directed, 
and moved the appointm ent of a committee of 
two to inquire into the m atter. 
The Chair stated that all the clerks at the 
desk were positive that the bill had been prop­ 
erly transm itted.; 
The motion prevailed, and the Chair appointed 
Messrs. Patterson and Camiuetti. 
The attention of the Senate being called to 
the fact that this was the last statutory day of 
the session, and that it was necessary to de­ 
term ine w hether or not the committee clerks 
shall be retained, the Senate voted to retain 
them. 
The SeDate proceeded to the consideration of 
the special order, the Glenn county bill. 
Jones o b je cted to the b ill b e in g read th e se c ­ 
o n d tim e , a n d sp o k e at som e leD g th a g a in s t its 
passuge. 
Boggs explained his position in regard to the 
m atter. He had introduced the bill at the re­ 
quest of a num ber of his constituents, and was 
to that extent its author, although opposed to it 
from the beginning. 
He consumed his allotted 
tim e in arguing against Its passage. He de­ 
clared that the people ol Colusa are opposed to 
a division of the county, even a large num ber 
of the residents of the proposed new county. Of 
the 700 and odd signers of the petition for the 
division nearly one-half are not tax payers, and 
nearly 200 are not on the Great Register. 
Goticher spoke in favor of the bill, and read 
a num ber of letters written by Senator Boggs to 
citizens of the proposed new county, which he 
claimed were to be construed as declaring his 
(Boggs’) consent to the division. The territory 
embraced in the projiosed new county has 7,000 
jiopulation and flO.oOO.OOO of taxable property, 
and lie thought the people of that section 
should be perm itted to determ ine the m utter for 
themselves. 
Boggs, iu reply, said he could satisfactorily ex­ 
plain his letters to any unprejudiced person. He 
then proceeded with his explanation, claiming 
that at no time was he friendly to the proposed 
division. He also read a di-patch from a Co­ 
lusa county Supervisor ut Orland, to the effect 
that some days before election, he (Boggs) had 
open-y expressed him self as against a division 
ot the’ county. 
Gesford referred toan attack made upon him 
iu a Colusa county paper, except for which he 
would have rem ained silent and simply voted 
for the bill. He charged that the attacks upon 
him iu the Colusa .Sun and Colusa Ilerald were 
contemptible and malicious. It was represented 
that he had "sold o u t'’ on this proposition, a 
charge that he hurled buck upon its authors 
.vith unutterable scorn and contempt. 
Steele opposed the hill as n m atter of princi­ 
ple. He wns simply opposed to dividing a 
sparsely-settled county, as it would create onci- 
ons burdens npon the people. 
Gouehor again took the floor, and charged 
Senator Boggs w ith having used the patronage 
of the State Prison (or the purpose ot securing 
votes against the bill. 
Boggsdenied the charge, saying that positions 
as guardsmen had been solicited at his hands, 
and he had recommended persons—friends of 
Senators and others—without any reference 
having been made to votes against tlic bill. 
Wilson spoke at some length agniust the di­ 
vision. He argued that the question should be 
subm itted to the people of the whole county, 
who were all interested, financially and other­ 
wise. The principle involved is ilie very one 
that lias agitated this country for half a’cent­ 
ury—the principle that w as involved m tlic war 
for secession, and which had brought the God­ 
dess of Liberty in tears at the teet of tiie world. 
Gesford replied to Wilson, denying that there 
was anything smacking of tlic “ secession” idea 
in tbe proposed division of Colusa county. He 
quoted from a decision of the Supreme Court 
showing that the rule had been in former eases 
of this kind that the questions at issue were 
properly and legally settled by the votes of the 
people ot proposed new counties, and not by 
the eutirc original county. 
Abbott said his friend from San FrcnciECO 
(Wilson) was a very good fellow Republican, 
and he usually voted with him, but he regretted 
in this ease to see him drag into the Senate 
cham ber that old bloody shirt, which had done 
so much service on the slum p in the last twenty 
years. The new county does not propose to set 
up a new government against the state, with 
slavery as tlie corner-stone. There was nothing 
in this secession business at all. All great States 
had been, or would he, divided, aud m any of 
our counties m u-t be divided. One of these 
days this great State of California will be di­ 
vided. It had been shown that the taxes of the 
old county would not be increased a dollar by 
the proposed division. The chief opposition to 
the bill comes (rum non-resident landholders, 
while nearly the entire population of the pro­ 
posed new county favor the division. 
The roll was then called on the second read­ 
ing of the bill, with the following result;

S:S0 c. m. So ordered. 
Moffitt introduced (out of order) two hills ap­ 
propriating Si,157 to meet the salaries of mem­ 
bers and attaches for the rem ainder of the term. 
The Constitution was suspended, the hills 
read three times aud passed. 
S. II. 271, to encourage aud provide for a gen­ 
eral vaei ¡nation, was taken up, and on motion 
of Murphy, the euactiug clause was stricken 
out.

LEGISLATIVE NOTES. 


A caucus of the Democratic members of 
the Senate was held last evening for the 
purpose of taking action in the matter of 
the Ryland-Conklin contest, which is to 
come "before the Senate to-day. 
It is said 
that the caucus adopted a resolution bind­ 
ing each member to explain how he in­ 
tends to vote on the matter in the Senate. 
Several members—whose sense of right 
and justice is stronger even than their parti­ 
sanship—demurred at this, and refused to 
be bound by any such rule. The result 
was that the caucus adjourned without ac­ 
complishing anything in the direction in­ 
tended. 
It is understood (and was openly 
stated late last night) that a sufficient num ­ 
ber of conscientious Democrats will to-day 
vote for the minority report to effect the re­ 
tention o( Dr. Conklin in the seat he now 
occupies. 
The following preamble and resolutions 
concerning the death of Chief Justice Mor­ 
rison have been adopted by the Senate : _ 
W h e r e a s, The Hon. Robert F. Morrison, 
Chief Justice of this State, has been summoned 
from life: and whereas, the State has thus lost a 
citizen ami official whose integrity and purity 
of character have been undoubted, and whose 
ability and untarnished conduct in public sta­ 
tion have m erited ami wou universal com­ 
mendation : therefore, be it 
Hesolmt, That the Senate of the State of Cali­ 
fornia deeply mourns the death of Hon. Robert 
F. Morrison. 
Hrsolred. That when the Senate adjourns this 
day it shall do so as a m ark of respect to the 
memory of the distinguished deceased, aud as 
a token of sympathy for his bereaved family. 
Petitions have been sent to the Legisla­ 
ture from different parts of the State ask­ 
ing for a law providing that the effects of 
narcotics and stimulants be taught in the 
public schools. These petitions represent 
225 school officers, 1,075 teachers, 395 
clergymen, 280 doctors, 250 lawyers, and 
10,570 other citizens, including over 50 
saloon-keepers 
and many ether liquor 
dealers. 
A committee clerk yc-sterday cast up his 
accounts as follows : Per diem, $300; lob­ 
bying one measure, $180; ditto. $240; ditto, 
$300; copying, $32 50; total, $1,112 50; ex­ 
penses, $180. Total profit, $932 50. That 
committee clerk did not come to tbe city 
for his health. 
During the discussion on the Colusa 
county division bill in the Senate yester­ 
day Goucher said that either the memory 
of the Senator from that county is very 
poor, or else there are more liars in Colusa 
than in any other county in the State. 
Whereupon Senator Chandler remarked, 
sotto i-ore: "W ell, Colusa is a Democratic 
county.” 
The committee clerk is happy, and why 
should he, she or it, not be so? Sixty days 
at the public crib at a per diem of $5, and 
few of them anything to do, is something 
not to be treated lighiiy. 
This Legislature, if it has not developed 
many statesmen, can boast of a fine crop 
of spring poets. 


T be A p p o rtio n m e n t H ill, 
The Senate Finance Committee met yes» 
terdav forenoon to consider the appopria 
tion bill, and was in session a couple of 
hours. 
• 
Dr. Wilkinson, of the Napa Insane Asy­ 
lum, appeared before tiie committee and 
explained the items and tiie necessity 
therefor included in the $250,000 asked for 
the support of that institution. lie men­ 
tioned, also, other important items cover­ 
ing needed improvements, etc.. making in 
all $100,000 required for lhat institution. 
The Deputy Reporter of the Supreme 
Court asked the retention of the $4,800 for 
salary for two years, and argued the neces­ 
sity therefor, the office being a constitu­ 
tional one, and the duties of which have 
been largely increased in tiie last two years. 
Colonel Sheehan, of the Fourth Artillery 
Regiment, apeared before the committee 
and explained the necessity for the pro­ 
posed appropriation of $274,000 for the use 
of the National Guard, which is intended 
to cover the expense of ten new companies 
which it is proposed to muster in with'm 
the next two years. 
Senator McCudden explained the neces­ 
sity for an appropriation for the newly 
organized agricultural district composed of 
Napa and Solano, and Senator Rose advo­ 
cated an appropriation ol' $5,000 for the 
Los Angeles district, which is too isolated 
to benefit by tbe annual series of district 
fairs included in the racing circuit. 
Senator Rose also asked lo have the ap­ 
propriation for the Siate Yitieultural Board 
restored from $20,000 (as appears in the ap­ 
propriation bill) to $30,000. as allowed two 
years ago. 
State Engineer Hall and Librarian Wal­ 
lis also appeared before the committee in 
relation to items affecting their depart­ 
ments, after which the committee went 
into executive session. 
The bill appropriates (as it passed the 
Assembly) $50 000 for the pay of officers 
and clerks of the Senate mid Assembly. 
The committee concluded 
that, $30.000 
would be sufficient for all the uecessary 
clerieal hire at the next session. 
Other reductions were made as follows, 
except lhat some of the items stricken out 
are provided for in other bills now pend­ 
ing: 
Salary of Deputy Reporter of Su­ 
preme Court. $8.400; expense Supreme 
Court, reduced from $32,800 to $32,00) 
postage, expressage, etc., in Secretary of

tagious diseases, $2)),000 (bill appropriating 
$10,000 now pending); for rent, printing, 
etc., of Insurance Commissioner, from $4 - 
500 to $3.000; for traveling expenses of 
members of the State Board of Equaliza­ 
tion, $5,000 (bill pending to cover the 
same); for water supply for Yosemite 
Valley Hotel, $7,500 (bill pending); for 
office rent, fuel, postage, etc., of Yosemite 
Commission, $000; for fitting up office of 
Yosemite Valley Commissioner, $200; for 
salary of guardian of Yosemite valley, re­ 
duced from $3,600 to $3 000; for traveling 
expenses of Trustees of State Normal 
Schools, $1,000. 
The item of $87,600 for the support of 
the Asylum for the Chronic Insane was in­ 
creased to $150,000, and the $170,400 appro­ 
priation for various other items for the 
same institution was stricken out. 
The item of $10,000 for repairs to State 
Capitol buiiding. carpets, furniture, etc., 
was increased from $10.000 to $15,000. 
For restoration and preservation of fish, 
etc.. reduced from $20.000 to $15.000. 
The item providing for painting the State 
buildings in the Capitol grounds ($15,<(00) 
was stricken out, as i t i3 provided for in a 
bill now pending. 
The .$10,000 for the support of the State 
Board of Siik Cn'tnre was stricken out. 
Instead of $3,000 for contingent expenses 
of the office of Insurance Commissioner, 
the committee agreed upon $4,000, as it 
was shown that the office returns a net 
profit of $15.000 a year. 
Adjutant-General Cosby appeared before 
the committee in bebalf of the i:ems in 
the bill for tbe benefit of the National 
Guard, which had been reduced by the 
committee at its morning session. 
The 
committee reserved further action on these 
matters at the time. 
Senators Rose and Camir.etti advocated 
the restoration of the item of appropriation 
f jr the support and use3 of the State Board 
ol Viticulture from 
$20,000 to $'10,000, 
which latter was the amount of the appro­ 
priation two years ago. 
Sena'ar Vrooman thought it a wrong 
policy to expend excessive suma of money 


in the interest of any particular Industry, 
while others that languish must be taxed 
for these special industries. He said there 
is a growing public opinion that tbe pro­ 
duction of all alcoholic beverages should 
'be suppressed, and he considered it a doubt­ 
ful policy to go to extremes at this time. 
Senator Patterson remarked that if his 
vote would do it, he would at once sup­ 
press the entire wine industry of the 
country. 
The roll being called, the committee de­ 
cided to increase the appropriation for the 
Vitcultural Commission from $20,000 to 
$30.000. 
The committee also took up and consid­ 
ered a number of deficiency bills, and a 
strong hostility was manifested toward 
nearly all of the items embraced. 
Pending further consideration of bills 
the committee, at 11 p. m., adjourned, to 
meet to-day during the midday recess of 
the Senate. 


S h o u ld be V e to e d .—Governor Bartlett 
should veto the “ Stamp Act,” so-cailed, 
passed by the present Legislature. It is a 
blow to almost every industry on the coast, 
and why the members of our Legislature 
■should so far overlook the duty they owe 
to the people as to pass such a law we can­ 
not comprehend. 
We have faith in Gov­ 
ernor Bartlett. We believe he will look at 
the matter in its true light and by his veto 
put the seal of his condemnation upon an 
unjust and iniquitous law.— Wood and Iron.

K5IGHTS OF LABOR. 


S tirring A ppeal in T lieir F avor by C ar­ 
dinal Gibbon*. 
[By Telegraph.! 
itoME, M arch 31.—Cardinal Gibbons has 
reported to tlie Propaganda in reference to 
the K nights of Labor in the U nited States. 
He makes a stirring appeal to the Church 
to beware of getting herself branded as 
" un-Am erican. ’ and in term s which, even 
through the imperfect m edium of indiffer­ 
ent French, are elo q u en t; 
rem inds the 
Propaganda that the greatest and grandest 
titie of the Cbnrch to the affection and de­ 
votion of A m ericans lies in her being above 
ali things ” the friend of the people.” 
Va­ 
rious considerations, more or less of eccle­ 
siastical interest, follow, som e a trifle re­ 
dundant, and then the Cardinal closes; 
To sum up, it seems to me plain th at the 
Holy See cannot entertain the proposal to 
condem n the Association. 
1. Because sucli a condem nation does not 
api»ear to be justified, either by the letter or 
the spirit of its constitution, of its laws, or 
bv the declarations of its heads. 
2. T hat such a condem nation does not 
appear necessary in view of the transient 
form of the organization and ot the social 
condition of the I nited States. 
3. T hat it would not be prudent, on ac­ 
count of the reality of the wrongs of the 
workingm en and the fact that the existence 
of such is allowed by the A m erican public. 
4. T hat it would be dangerous to the 
reputation of the Church in our democratic 
country. 
5. T hat it would bepowerles3 to compel 
the obedience ot our Catholic workingm en, 
v, ho would regard it as false and iniquitous. 
t>. T hat it would be destructive instead 
of beneficial in its effects, forcing the sons 
of the church to rebel against their m other 
and to range them selves w ith condemned 
societies, w hich tiiev have hitherto avoided. 
7. T hat it would bs ruinous to the finan­ 
cial support at Rome and to the raising of 
Feter’s Pence. 
8. T hat it would turn into doubt and 
hostility the m arked devotion of our peo­ 
ple to the H oly See. 
T hat it would be regarded as a cruel 
blow to the authority of the Bishops of 
the U nited States, who, it is well known, 
protest against such a condem nation. 
EFFECT OF CARDINAL GIBBOUS STATEMENT. 
New Y o rk , M arch 3d.—The lltrald say s: 
Among the clergy of various denom ina­ 
tions in this city, the action of Cardinal 
Gibbons in laying before the Vatican a 
favorable statem ent regarding the K nights 
of Labor organization in the United States 
has excited a great deal of interest. N early 
every one of som e twenty-five or thirty 
clergymen who were spoken w ith yester­ 
day tin the subject, expressed satisfaction 
with the Cardinal’s course 
It was gen­ 
erally regarded that his recom mendation 
would be adopted by the authorities at 
Rome, in w hich event it appeared to be al­ 
m ost the universal opicion that the K nights 
would at once receive great accessions of 
strength and the order would assum e an 
im portance which it has never heretofore 
possessed.
